Grand Staircase-Escalante National Monument (GSENM) this coming Tuesday, February 14 between 
11 am and noon in their revised, scheduled Commission Meeting. The resolution will quite likely be 
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the same as the one passed in Kane County last week which I have attached to this message. The 
outcome of this action by the Commission will very likely be a unanimous endorsement of the 
resolution. We know support for the Monument is divided in the towns around the Monument but 
showing some opposition to the resolve of the County Commission can be important and 
empowering. 


As described at the bottom of the Kane County resolution, this non-binding action by Garfield County will 
become part of the "overwhelming evidence" likely to be presented to the United States Congress 
some day in the future in order to move Congress to act accordingly to make the monument smaller.
